RIO DE JANERIO.— For the pur­ 
pose of promoting a more favorable 
opinion than Brazil at present en­ 
joys in foreign financial circles, the 
government has invited a British 
mission of financial and economic 
experts to visit this country. 
The uneasiness over the Brazil­ 
ian financial situation, as indicated 
by low quotation on Brazilian bonds 
and falling exchange, in the opinion 
of the Brazilian government, is not 
justified by the economic conditions 
and vast resources of the country. 
The foreign mission was invited 
to enable first hand investigation by 
experts chosen by the foreign inves­ 
tigators themselves. It is the confi­ 
dent belief of government officials 
that when the true conditions are 
thus reported to the foreign money 
markets, confidence in Brazil and its 
future will be restored. 
A British mission was chosen be­ 
cause British capital predominates 
in foreign investments in Brazil. 
One of the semi-official declara­ 
tions concerning the visiting mission 
estimated Brazil’s total production 
this year, agricultural, mineral and 
industrial, at 12,000,000 contos of 
reis, of slightly more than one mil­ 
lion dollars at the present exchange.
